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G. Mandich, P. Stamas Appear 
Before Board to Answer Charges 


George Mandich and Paul 
Stamas appeared before the 
board of justice Monday to an- 
swer charges that they had acted 
contrary to the best interests of 
the Associated Students of Sac- 
ramento State College. A large 
crowd of students attended the 
hearing which lasted almost six 
hours. 

The board of justice decided 
upon its recommendation to the 
college president on the basis of 
the testimony given at the hear- 
ing Monday. That recommenda- 
tion is covered in another story 
on this page. 

Stamas and Mandich pleaded 
innocent to the charges which 
were brought by Ed Freidberg, 
ASSSC attorney general. The 
specific charges stated: “On or 
about the seventh day of Novem- 
ber, 1956, on the campus of Sac- 
ramento State College, they 
(Mandich and Stamas) assaulted 
Joe Kingsley, a member of the 
ASSSC, conspired together in an 
attempt to commit an assault 
upon Wayne Johnson, a member 
of the ASSSC, and they malici- 
ously disturbed the peace and 
quiet of members of the ASSSC.” 

Baxter Steps Down 

Don Baxter, chief justice of 
the board of justice, siepped 
down as judge at the hearing to 
act as defense aitorney for Sta- 
mus. Mandich defended himself. 
Gary David acted as chief jus- 
tice for the case. 

Freidberg called six witnesses, 
Jo Ann Magnetti, Don Gerhous 
er, Phil Howe, Leonard Schmidt, 
Carol Sagehorn, and Joe Kings- 
ley, to the stand. They all told 
substantially the same story. 
Mandich and Stamas had entered 
the Music-Speech building to- 
gether, and Mandich had, using 
“prefane and derogatory lan- 
guage,” asked the whereabouts 
of Wayne Johnson. Kingsley had 
answered “Go find him yourself.” 
Mandich had then walked over 
to where Kingsley was sitting 
and after a brief argument, they 
had scuffled. In the scuffle, 
Kingsley’s head struck the stair- 
way and his shirt was torn from 
his back. The two fell to the 
floor with Kingsley failing on top 
of Mandich, Stamas then entered 


the fight, pulling Kingsley away 
from Mandich by grasping him 
around the neck. 

Freidberg contended that the 
actions of Mandich and Stamas 
constituted violations of the 
ASSSC as enumerated in the 
charges. He contended that Sta- 
mas and Mandich were equally 
at fault for the incident. 

Pleads for Stamas 

Baxter, in defense of Stamas, 
contended that Stamas was act- 
ing in an attempt to break up 
the fight when he pulled Kings- 
ley away from Mandich, and 
that Stamas had held Kingsley 
only long enough for Mandich 
to regain his feet. He contended 
further that Stamas had not 
been looking for Johnson on the 
day of the incident, and had not, 
therefore, conspired to commit 
assault upon Johnson. 

Mandich's contentions were 
that Kingsley could have averted 
the fight at any time by simply 
removing himself from the build- 
and that he antagonized 
Mandich to action by saying “Go 
find him yourself.” Mandich de- 
nied that he had gore to the 
buiiding looking for Johnson. He 
stated that he had, instead, gone

Executives Uphold 
Board of Justice 
Ruling About Pair 


Executive Council Wednesday placed George Mandich 
on probation for the rest of the academic year for his part 
in a fight in the Music-Speech building on the Sacramento 
State College campus. The action of the college administra- 
tion fully upheld the decision of the student board of jus- 
tice, which also suspended Mandich and Paul Stamas from 
membership in the Associated Students of Sacramento State 
College for the rest of the present semester. 

Mandich was found guilty by the board of justice of as- 
saulting Joe Kingsley, a member of the ASSSC, and of

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disturbing the peace and quiet of 
members of the ASSSC. Stamas 
was convicted of disturbing the 
peace and quiet. The pair were 
found innocent of conspiring to 
assault Wayne Johnson, a meme- 
ber of the ASSSC. Stamas was 
acquitted of assault against King- 
sley. 

The college administration's 
Executive Council stated in its 
decision concerning the case: 

“The Executive Council of the 
college voted to approve the rec- 
ommendations of the student 
board of justice, on the assump- 
tion that the Student Council 
will carry out the recommenda- 
tions relative to loss of member- 
ship privileges in the Associated 
Students. 

“The Council further specifies 
that Stamas and Mandich must 
make prompt and satisfactory 
restitution to Kingsley for ex- 
penses incurred as a result of 
the attacks upon him. 

“In accordance with the rec- 
ommendations, Mandich is placed 
on probation , . . with the under- 
standing that failure to make the 
required restitution or failure to 
exhibit satisfactory behavior for 
the remainder of the current aca- 
demic year will result in suspen- 
sion or expulsion.” 

The board of justice heard the 
cases in a six-hour open trial 
Monday afternoon. The testi- 
mony at that trial is covered in 
another story on this page of The 
Hornet. 

Gary David, acting chief jus- 
tice, wrote the decision for a 
unanimous board. The decision 
was concurred in by associate 
justices Shirley Cuneo, Neal 
Amick and Roger Whitney. 

In the written decision, David 
stated: = 

“Mandich’s only defense dur- 
ing the hearing was that if King- 
sley had left the area upon being 
approached by the defendant .... 
the matter would have been 
averted 

“The court believes that King- 
sley had as much right to remain 
in the foyer ofthe Music-Speech 
building as any person there at 
the time... . 

“Therefore under the circum- 
stances, the board has no other 
alternative but to find Mardich 
in the wrong here. 

“It is evident from the above 
incidents that Mandich, being the 
aggressor, started the fight and 
therefore upset the equilibrium 
of the Music-Speech building at- 
mosphere which constitutes dis- 
turbance of the peace.” 

In regard to Stamas, the board 
found that he entered the fight 
only to break it up and he was 
not, therefore guilty of assault 
upon Kingsley. 
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Administration Backs Decision 


The administration of Sacramento State College this 
week stood firmly behind their decision to grant more re 
sponsibility to student government. In two separate acts, 
the college’s Executive Council demonstrated confidence 
in the ability of the students to govern themselves. 

First, the administration upheld the beard of justice's 
decision regarding George Mandich and Pau) Stamas, and 
second, it granted the board of justice the responsibility for 
recommending disciplinary action in the case of violation 
of college policies that govern student activities and stu- 
dent organizations. 

The Executive Council’s action on the Mandich, Stamas 
incident must be regarded as a vote of confidence for the 
board of justice. That board held an extensive and fair 
hearing on the case and rendered a decision which the ad- 
ministration upheld. The board’s function in the case was 
merely to recommend action to the administration. When 
the Executive Council accepted the recommendation and 
enforced it to the letter, it was a milestone in the search for 
student authority. 

During the meeting at which the board of justice’s de- 
cision was upheld, the Executive Council acted to give that 
board still more authority. Responsibility for recommending 
punishment for breaches of college rules was transfered 
from the dean of students’ office to the board of justice. 
Student Council accepted the additional responsibility two 
days before. 

The implications of this measure are far reaching, Stu- 
dents will now be able to enforce policies regarding fellow 
students. This enforcement will be exposed to the light of 
public opinion coming from open and fair hearings. 

This has been a great week for student government, 
there is virtually no question about it. 





Explains Letter Policy 


When The Hornet carried a letter to the editor criti- 
cizing football coach David A, Strong, some question was 
raised as to the policy of the paper in regard to such 
criticism. 

The Hornet's policy must be, as it has been in the past, 
that it will print all letters to the editor on this or any 
other controversial subject. Space will be available equally 
to both sides in any controversy, Editorially, The Hornet 
will take no stand in regard to the competency of the foot- 
ball coach or of any other faculty member. 

Two of the four purposes of The Hornet, as enumerated 
in the paper’s staff manual, pertain to the letters regarding 
the coach. They are: “To act as a means of communication 
between and among individuals and groups within the col- 
lege,” and “lo serve as a means of voicing student opinion.” 
Measured by these criteria, such letters should not be 
suppressed. 

In direct regard to letters to the editor, the staff manual 
states: “The Hornet maintains a letters to the editor column 
for the purpose of providing students, faculty, and adminis- 
trators the opportunity to express themselves on matters 
of interest to the college. By its nature this column fre- 
quently is controversial. If kept within reasonable bounds, 
this factor is desirable.” 

The Hornet’s staff manual, the official, approved policy 
of the newspaper, clearly sanctions the printing of letters 
regarding the actions of the football coach. This week, two 
more letters ag one criticizing Strong and the other

, but must require any student who wishes to criticize 
a faculty member to sign his name. Pen names will not be 
allowed on such criticism, .

President's Comments

November 26 was a Monday, 
but your Student Association will 
have to wait out many Mondays 
before it sees another one as 
important. That day marked two 
milestones for your student gov- 
ernment in its quest for greater 
autonomy. 

First of all, the Student Coun- 
cil voted unanimously to accept 
the offer of the college adminis- 
tration that “the responsibility 
for recommending disciplinary 
action in the case of violations 
of college policies that govern 
student activities and student or- 
ganizations be delegated to the 
board of justice.” This in effect 
gives the board of justice and 
the attorney general the re- 
sponsibility for enforcing all col- 
lege policies enumerated in the 
handbook for officers and spon- 
sors of student organizations. 
The rew grant gives the student 
judiciary jurisdiction in a field 
heretofore occupied only by ad- 
ministration committees. It will 
be a constant testimonial to the 
recognized ability of the students 
to govern themselves. 

Tnis act of formal acceptance 
by the Student Council, import- 
ant and far reaching as it was, 
was almost overshadowed by 
another event——the formal hear- 
ing before the Board of Justice 
of the case of ASSSC vs George 
Mandich and Paul Stamas. This 
hearing was perhaps the greatest 
single step towards autonomous 
student government that your 
officers have taken. It was also 
a fantastic gamble. 

Why was it a gamble? Let's 
leok at the background. The de- 
fendants were charged with as- 
saulting another student. Such 
assault is ordinarily outside of 
student jurisdiction and is dealt 
with administratively Your Stu- 
dent Association, however, be- 
came concerned with the situa- 
tion. Your officers felt it most 
certainly is the association's 
business when one of its mem- 
bers allegedly assaults another 
one. They believed furthermore 
that the student judiciary was in 
a logical position to carry out a 
thorough investigation of its own, 
te report accurately its findings 
and to make sensible recommen- 
dations to the college adminis- 
tration. 


Your officers approached the 
college administration with this 
unheard of proposal. Your Stu- 
dent Council discussed it at some 
length in a joint meeting with 
the Executive Council of the 
college. The college administra- 
tion, on its part, granted the re- 
quest of the leaders and prom- 
ised to wait for a recommenda. 
tion from the student judiciary 
before they took any action. 
Used to relatively faat moving 
administrative committees, some 
became annoyed and impatient 
with the slower student judicial 
machinery. But those who had 
originally granted the request. of 
the students bent over back. 
wards to give student machinery 
adequate time and opportunity to 
function. 

Your elected representatives, 
for their part, had gambled fan- 
tastically. They had wagered 
that the board of justice could 
conduct an objective and un- 
biased hearing, that through test- 
imony and the techniques of 
cross-examination, fact could be 
separated from rumor, and that 
a just and consistent recommen- 
dation could be made. Any trace 
of inadequate or incomplete 
handling on the part of the 
Board of Justice, any trace of 
the slightest bias, any failure to 
arrive at fact--any one of these 
things would be enough to lose 
the wager. The price of loss 
would be @ tacit admission that 
we, as students, had not yet sur- 
passed the high school level of 
student government and that we 
needed constant outside supervi- 
sion. 

Let the facts of the hearing 
speak for themselves. The hear- 
ing lasted just under six hours; 
it ran continuously from 2:30 
p.m. to 8:15 p.m. A total of nine 
witnesses were called to testify 
and were cross examined. 
Throughout all the objections 
raised by counsel in both sides 
the board struggled consciously 
to maintain the strictest possible 
objectivity and fairness. Factual 
evidence was presented which 
dispelled many popular rumors. 
Perhaps most important, the ac- 
cused were given the opportun- 
ity to face their accusor and to 
summon and question witnesses 
in an attempt to arrive at a fact. 

Judicial competency is as much 
a test of good government as 
legislative or executive fore- 
sight. Our judiciary has more 
than proved its competency.

Mayne Outlines 
Building Prograrn 


The growing enrollment of 
Sacramento State College is to 
be accomodated by almost a $15 
million state expenditure on 
building projects within the next 
five years. 

According to Dr. F. Blawr 
Mayne, executive dean, enroll- 
ment at SSC is expected to 
reach 5700 full-time students in 
five years and 7000 in ten years. 
Needed facilities for this increase 
are in the planning stages and 
some of them already financed, 
he said. 

Mayne pointed out that ap- 
proval of Proposition 3 by Cali- 
fornia voters gave needed re- 
assurance to the present building 
plans. : 

3 Million Financed 

The state has spent almost 
$9 million on buildings for SSC 
to date. Of the planned $15 mil- 
lion expenditure for the five year 
building plans, about $3 million 
has already been financed. 

Among the projects already fi- 
nanced are a life scienee build- 
ing, corporation yard, student 
health center, classroom building 
and library addition. 

One ciassroom building is cur- 
rentiy under construction, This 
will be a two-story § structure 
which will accomodate about 
1000 students. Expected comple- 
tion date is late spring of 1957. 

A student health center is 
planned for completion some- 
time next summer in time for 
the fall semester, 1957, Mayne 
said.

To Gaucho Gridders 


A season marked by surpris- 
ingly early success and intense 
late-season disappointment came 
to a tragic close for the Sacra- 
mento State College footballers 
last Saturday night in Santa 
Barbara, as the Hornets were 
crushed, 33-0, by a _ merciless 
Santa Barbara Gaucho eieven. 

It was apparently a case of a 
normally strong Gaucho team 
playing its best game, and the 
visitors from the capital found 
themselves hopelessly outclassed. 

Behind the jarring running of 
fullback Fidenzio Brunello, the 
host club ran up a 26-0 halftime 
lead. Santa Barbara's devastat- 
ing attack was almost entirely a 
running game, with Brunello 
time and again scampering for 
good yardage on_ cross-buck 
plays. 

Sacramento's loss, coupled 
with a 26-0 pasting administered 
the Hornets the previous week 
by San Francisco State, put a 
sad end on what had already be 
come the best season ever expe- 
rienced by a Sacramento State 
football team. 

Not considered championship 
material in preseason evalua- 
tions, the Hornets looked cellar- 
bound when star halfback Eddie 
Soto and promising tackle Dave 
Harp were injured before the 
opening game and lost to the 
squad for the year. Soto, an all- 
league selection with the locals 
last year, had been counted on 
to be the driving force behind 
the “vacate the cellar” move- 
ment. 

With Soto out, John Eaton 
surprised the experts by stepping 
into the vital tailback spot and 
leading the club during early 
contests with a speedy brand of 
ball carrying and some adequate 
passing. 

Then, during the game with 
the Cal Aggies, Eaton also was 
injured, at which point untested 
George Riole proved another

pleasant surprise as a fine pas- 
ser and dangerous runner. 

Lopsided wins over Southern 
Oregon and Alameda Navy high- 
lighted’ a practice game season 
which also featured a tie with 
Los Angeles State and the sea- 
son-ending defeat at Santa Bar- 
bara. 

A trip to Reno three weeks be- 
fore the season’s end proved 
profitable as the Hornets brought 
home their first win ever in 
league play, a 21-20 decision over 
Nevada. The running of Eaton 
and J. R. Gillaspy produced the 
victory 

Early season conference losses 
to Humboldt, 20-19, and Cal Ag- 
gies, 33-26, were impressive per- 
formances. Not so the later de- 
feats by loop opponents Chico 
State and San Francisco. 

Center Noel McKee was elect- 
ed season captain, and guard 
John Skube most valuable play- 
er. Freshmen Gillaspy and Rod 
Hamilton as well as sophomore 
Jon Beaver showed backfield po- 
tential.

to meet Bob Lee, but when he 
got there he had asked around 
for Johnson, and he would have 
punched him in the nose if he 
had found him. Mandich con- 
cluded his summation by apolo- 
gizing to Kingsley, 

Freidberg presented the six 
witnesses in an attempt to preve 
that Mandich and Stamas had 
assaulted Kingsley. 

Schmidt testified that he had 
heard Mandich tell Kingsley, 
“I'll kill you.” Kingsley substan- 
tiated the statement, but added 
that he did not think Mandich 
was serious when he made the 
threat, Mandich agreed that he 
was not serious. 

Stamas, testifying in his own 
behalf, stated that his only in- 
tention was to break up the fight 
and that he had held Kingsley 
just long enough for Mandich to 
get to his feet. He said that he 
did not see the fight start. When 
he first noticed it, Kingsley was 
on top of Mandich, who was on 
the floor. He stated that he then 
grabbed Kingsley because he was 
on top and pulled him away from 
Mandich. He added that he held 
Kingsley because he was strug- 
gling and that he, Stamas, 
thought that Kingsley would con- 
tinue to fight if he were released, 

Upon cross examination by 
Baxter, all of the prosecution 
witnesses agreed that Stamas 
could have been attempting to 
stop the fight when he grabbed 
Kingsley. 

All of the prosecution witness- 
es stated, however, that Stamas’ 
grip was tight enough to prevent 
Kingsley from breathing and that 
his face turned very red. “I was 
in danger of my life,” Kingsley 
stated, 

The hearing opened with a dis- 
pute between Freidberg and the 
defense attorneys regarding the 
trying of the two cases at one 
time. The board of justice ruled 
that the cases could be tried to- 
gether, although they would be 
judged separately.

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Willoughby Claims 
Student Milestone

Board Objects 

Members of the board of jus- 
tice in a letter to the student 
council had listed three reasons 
why they should not,accept the 
additional responsibilities. 

First, it was a grant from the 
administration, and as_ such 
should not be accepted, 

Second, the decisions of the 
board might reflect back upon 
members of the board. 

Third, there were no estab- 
lished rules from the college ad- 
ministrators. 

Reasons Weak 

All three reasons were consid- 
ered weak by members of the 
Council. Barbara Hansen, wom- 
en’s representative, moved for 
the acceptance of the new pol- 
icy. 

Upon the recommendation of 
the Block “S” Society, the Coun- 
cil voted not to award football 
letters to Orval Dellfous and Paul 
Stamas. Both left the squad be- 
fore completion of the regular 
season due to circumstances oth- 
er than illness or injury. 
Strong OK’s List 

Although the list had been ap- 
proved by coach Dave Strong 
and the athletic board, the stu- 
dent council has the final ap- 
proval. Approximately 25 players 
will receive letters.
